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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 6, 9-28, and 30-33 were pending in the present application. Applicants 
appreciate the indication that Claims 24-28 and 30-33 currently stand allowed. 

Claims 1 , 9, and 23 have been amended, and Claim 22 has been canceled, leaving Claims 1- 
4, 6, 9-2 1 , 23-28, and 30-33 for consideration in the present amendment. Support for the amendment 
to Claims 1 and 23 can be found on page 6, line 26 to page 7, line 19. Dependent Claim 9 has been 
amended and rewritten in independent form, including all of the limitations found in the base claim. 
No new matter has been entered by any of these amendments. 

It is beheved the amendments made herein may be properly entered at this time, i.e., after 
final rejection, because the amendments do not require a new search or raise new issues and they 
reduce issues for appeal- Reconsideration and allowance of all pending claims is respectfully 
requested in view of the above amendments and the following remarks. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 9-16 and 22 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as bemg of improper dependent 
form for allegedly feiling to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. In particular,, tiie 
Office Action alleges that Claims 9 and 22 broadens the limitations of Claim 1. 

Claim 22 has been canceled and Claim 9 has been amended and rewritten in independent 
form. In view of the foregoing, the objection has been rendered moot and is requested to be 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. 8 1 1 2. First Paragraph 

Claims 1-*, 6, and, 17-23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. Applicants respectfully traverse. 

The rejection applied to Claims 1-4, 6, and, 17^23 has been rendered moot in view of the 
amendments to the respective independent claims. In view of the foregoing, AppKcants request that 
the rejection be withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections Under 35 U,S,C. g 1 12. Second Paragraph 

Claims 1-4, 6, and 17-23 stand rejected under 35 US.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
Lndefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicants respectfully traverse. 

The rejection applied to Claims 1-4, 6, and 17-23 has been rendered moot in view of the 
amendments to the respective indq>endent claims. In view of the foregoing. Applicants request that 
the regection be withdrawn. 

It is believed that the foregoing amendments and remarks fully comply with the OflSce Action 
and that the claims herein should now be allowable to Applicants. Accordingly, reconsideration and 
allowance is requested.
